Start February 27 


February 27 is the scheduled 
date for the new plastic ration 
discs to go into effect, accord- 
ing to a recent announcement 
by the office of price adminis- 
tration in Washington, D.C. 

Regardless of color or present 
point value, all ration stamps 
will be worth ten points each on 
and after the above date. The 
tokens, which are about the size 
of a dime, will be negotiable 
for one point and will be used 
in making change. when _ the 
stamps are traded. 

Meat tokens will be red in 
color while those for processed 
foods will be blue. . The discs 
are made of a plastic substance 
and are said to be virtually 
immune to counterfeiting. 

Issuance of the tokens will 
deem it unnecessary to distrib- 
ute ration books as frequently 
as at. present.

72 DEER CLAIMED 
BY HUNTERS I 
THREE DAYS 


Ten deer were recorded yes- 
terday at the state forestry 
guard station to bring to 72 the 
number killed in San Antonio 
canyon since Saturday morning. 
' ‘The cannonading that emitted 
from San Antonio canyon Satur- 
day morning at sunrise was not 
a surprise attack by the Japs, 
but an “en masse” flank move- 
ment by several hundred hunters 
(with red head gears waving) om 
the unsuspecting deer in a cer 
tain section, adjacent to the can- 
yon road, which was opened to 
deer hunters for the first time 
this year. 

Most of the little ones and all — 
of the big ones got away, accord 
ing to one hunter who reported 
at the lower forestry station that 
he had just missed a 1000-pound 
buck by a gnat’s eyelash.
